The above is the title of an association 
gentlemen aud ladies, prominent for philan 
tbropy, culture and social position, which wa 
organized in New York, in May, 1872. 
Au auxillary Society will be organized in 
this city to-day, Miss R. B. Long, the efficient 
Secretary of the Parent Society, being in 
town to iftter.d to the m atter. 
We give here­ 
with a detailed statement of the institution 
and its operations: 
The term "State Charities,” us here used 
denote# such charitable institutions or de 
partments as originate in any legislative ac 
Hon and are sustained by tax, state, county,or 
municipal. 
It is the object of Hie above a# 
seriation to eflect such improvements in Hies 
public charitable institutions and departments 
a# are needed anil practicable; to benefit in 
any way it can their inmates, and to brin 
about general reforms In our pauper system. 
This object it proposes to accomplish thro' 
the agency of Visiting Associations, formed 
at every county seat, for visiting the public 
institutions of charity in it# vicinity; also, in 
the more recent development of its operations 
tbs Department of Ont-door Relief, which in 
dudes those aided by the public funds, outside 
of institutions; that is, by the Overseer of the 
Poor. 
In addition lo Hie foregoing, it is quite 
customary to append the visiting of tho jai! 
although not strictly within the scope of Its 
original plain*. 
Daring Hie two year# ainee the commence 
moot of its work it has organized twenty of 
these branch Visiting Associations at Hie 
county seats of Westchester, Jefferson, Rich­ 
mond, Kings, Queens, Suffolk, Niagara, Liv 
ingstou, Monroe, Ontario, Broome, Onondaga, 
Delaware and Cayuga counties, and for city 
institution# at Newburgh, Oswego and New 
York (two associations for Ilia latter), for the 
sy#tematic visitation of sixteen county poor 
houses, two city aim* houses, eight lunatic 
asylums, seven pauper hospitals, two large 
nurseries, one house for truant children, one 
Idiot asylum, four orphan asylums, and eleven 
jails—fifty-two institutions in all; 
besides 
bleb ara the Departments of Out-door Relief 
in four cities, for which visiting committees 
have been organized. 
The visiting associations for instilutioiia are 
formed with reference to three distinct de­ 
partm ents of effort toy their pauper Inmates; 
namely, for the children, for Hie infirm, and 
for the able-bodied. 
It is their aim in behalf 
of Hie children to secure their earliest possible 
removal from the poor house to some tempo­ 
rary home—as an orphan asylum—until homes 
can be found for them in good private famine 
where they will bo kindly treated and trained 
to become good and useful men and women. 
For the Infirm the association would seek to 
insure such arrangement# as will give these 
Hie bell |*e#sible care, including a classifica­ 
tion of unfortunates that will assign to appro 
prittte asylums, each, the blind, deaf and dumb, 
insane and idiotic; and for the able-bodied it 
ji desired, equally for their own good aiel Hie 
interest of tho tax-paying community, that 
they be entirely removed from tho burden of 
public charity, aud aided, if willing, otherwise 
com piled to carn their own living. 
In view of the different departments of work 
to be done, the visiting associations are now 
eaarally organized with live standing com­ 
mittees, namely: on Hie pauper children; on 
tho infirm paupers: on the able-bodied; on 
the jail; and on the out-door poor. 
For much of the good which it is desired to 
affect additional facilities will be required that 
must lie procured through legislation: a* asy­ 
lums for Hie blind, the deaf and durn!) aud (he 
idiotic, those uow known by tilt name of asy­ 
lum# being achoo!* only; more asylums for 
the insane, of which there is, at present, but 
one in the pro'K*r sensJ of the term, at Ovid, 
the others being hospital* ; aud workhouse# 
for tho*# who can, but will 
not work. 
The 
legislation necessary to secure these will need 
in its turn, an extended and powerful public 
sentiment that can only lie aroused through 
information and active interest concerning the 
subject, throughout the community, 
elicit in­ 
formation it i# one very important object of 
tho Visiting Associations to supply, and such 
Interest to aw aken, and hence there ii a 
double reason for completing Hie proposed 
band of branch organization# throughout Hie 
state -for the local good they can accomplish, 
ud for th# aid they can thus render in the 
promotion of general reform. 
For this latter 
reason the desire to eflect an organization al 
auy particular locality is not necessarily based 
upon the presumption of reforms needed ut 
that point, although there are doubtless few 
institution* which, ever in the opinion of their 
most partial judges, might not take some ad­ 
vance step iii iiii|>rovement, while many are 
still a reproach to civilization; aud, iii any 
case, there are undoubted act# of care and 
kindiiet# that mar be rendered to the unfortu­ 
nate, fhesufteriug, and the vicious also, thrown 
upon our charity In these 101(1(011011* and so 
nearly isolated from the human world around 
them. 
The Association has mitered u;k>u this en­ 
terprise iu no 
merely censorious or fault­ 
finding spirit, but with the simple desire to 
do what good it can—to help aud not to kin­ 
der, those burdened with official cares—act­ 
ing under rules requiring strict deference to 
tho authority and regulation# of the establish­ 
ments visited; and it ha# been most fortunate 
iii securing thus far, with a single exception, 
the courteous and cordial co-operation of the 
official# in charge of the institutions and de­ 
partment# visited, a fact constituting oue of 
Hie most pleasing feature# of its work. 


It ha# connected itself with the .State Board 
cf Charities, organised by the Legislature 
nearly seven years since, with w hich it seeks 
lo work in accord, aud to which it makes it# 
annual report. 


In it# method of work, tho feature upon 
which it most relics is systematic tisdalion. 
Every institution or departm ent visited is di­ 
vided, the first iuto divisions and the second 
into districts, to each of which a visitor is as­ 
signed, whoso duty it is, tLrough visiting her 
portiou of the field, not less often than once a 
month, oftener wboro circum stances require, 
to do what she can to the person* visited; to 
endeavor to bring about (lo accordance with 
the rules of Hic association) needed improve­ 
ments iii Ute institutions aud departments 
visited; a u l to aid in the general work af re­ 
form by furnishing the statistical information 
concerning her division necessary as part of 
the basis of all plan# for such reform. 
She 
uses, a# indispensable to thorough work. a 
note-book, prepared for her use, with statis­ 
tical headings in one portiou, for such infor­ 
mation as above, another part beiug reserved 
for miscellaneous statements and remarks.— 
In this she makes a full record of ult she 
wish*# to say, iu reference to her visits, aud 
transmit# it, once a month, to the Chairman 
of her Committee, who compile# from till# 
aud the other note-book# of lier Committee, 
lier own monthly report, lo b e real at the 
mouth!)’ 
meeting, the chairmen'* 
report* 
forming, in turn, the materials for the report 
of the Secretary, oacii. month, to the central 
office.

Just at that moment the 
person having such matters in charge arrived 
when the boy wa3 referred to him. 
“ Oh, that ain’t the man.” 
“ What sort of a man was lie—quite tail, 
With black side whiskers—.and did he send you 
to The Freeman office ?” No. He was tall but 
lie didn't have no black whiskers; he had a 
kinder white little maltese on his chin, and he 
said go to the American Express office.” 
He was directed to his destination, and soon 
after seen going down street in company with 
the “ kinder white little maltese.” 


State C h a ritie s A id A sso ciatio u . 
The above is the title of an association of 
geutlemen aud ladies, prominent for philan­ 
thropy, culture and social position, which was 
organized in New York, in May, 1872. 
Au auxiliary Society will be organized in 
this city to-day, Miss R. B. Long, the efficient 
Secretary of the Parent Society, being iu 
town to dltcr.d to the matter. We give here­ 
with a detailed statement of the institution 
and its operations: 
The term “State Charities,” as here used, 
denotes such charitable institutions or de­ 
partments as originate in auy legislative ac­ 
tion and are sustained by tax, state, county,or 
municipal. It is the object of the above as­ 
sociation to eflect such improvements iu these 
public charitable institutions aud departments 
as are needed aud practicable; to benefit in 
any way it can their inmates, and to bring 
about general reforms iu our pauper system. 
This object it proposes to accomplish thro’ 
the agency of Visiting Associations, formed 
at every county seat, for visiting the public 
institutions of charity iu its vicinity; also, in 
the more recent development of its operations, 
the Department of Ont-door Relief, which in­ 
cludes those aided by the public funds, outside 
of institutions; that is, by the Overseer of the 
Poor. In addition to the foregoing, it is quite 
customary to append the visiting of tho jail, 
although not strictly within the scope of its 
original plans. 
During the two years since the commence­ 
ment of its work it has organized twenty of 
these branch Visiting Associations at the 
county seats of Westchester, Jefferson, Rich­ 
mond, Kings, Queens, Suffolk, Niagara, Liv­ 
ingston, Monroe, Ontario, Broome, Onondaga, 
Delaware and Cayuga counties, and for city 
institutions at Newburgh, Oswego aud New 
York (two associations for Ilia latter), for the 
systematic visitation of sixteen county poor 
houses, two city alms houses, eight lunatic 
asylums, seven pauper hospitals, two large 
nurseries, one house for truant children, one 
idiot asylum, four orphan asylums, and eleven 
jails—fifty-two institutions in ail; besides 
which are the Departments of Out-door Relief 
in four cities, for which visiting committees 
have been organized. 
The visiting associations for institutions are 
formed with reference to three distinct de­ 
partments of effort foy their pauper inmates; 
namely, for the children, for tiie infirm, and 
for the able-bodied. It i3 their aim in behalf 
of the children to secure their earliest possible 
remeval from the poor house to some tempo­ 
rary home—as an orphan asylum—until homes 
can be found for them iu good private families, 
where they will be kindly treated and trained 
to become good and useful men and women. 
For the infirm the association would 3cek to 
insure such arrangements as will give these 
the best possible eare, including a classifica­ 
tion of unfortunates that will assign to appro­ 
priate asylums, each, the blind, deaf and dumb, 
insane and idiotic; and for the able-bodied it 
j* desired, equally for their own good and the 
interest of the tax-paying community, that 
they be entirely removed from tho burden of 
public charity, and aided, if willing, otherwise 
compelled to earn their own living. 
In view of the diflcrent departments of work 
to be done, the visiting associations are now 
generally organized with five standing com­ 
mittees, namely: on the pauper children; on 
the infirm paupers: on the able-bodied; on 
the jail; and on the out-door poor. 
For much of the good which it is desired to 
effect additional facilities will bo required that 
must be procured through legislation: as asy­ 
lum» for the blind, the deaf and dumb and the 
idiotic, those now known by the name of asy­ 
lums being schools only; more asylums for 
the insane, of which there is, at present, but 
one in the proper sense of the term, at Ovid, 
the other» being hospitals ; and workhouses 
fortlios# who can, but will not work. The 
legislation necessary to secure these will need 
in its turn, an extended and powerful public 
sentiment that can only be aroused through 
information and active interest concerning the 
subject, throughout the community. Such in­ 
formation it is one very important object of 
tho Visiting Associations to supply, and such 
interest to awaken, and lienco there is a 
double reason for completing the proposed 
bar.d of branch organizations throughout the 
state—for the local good they can accomplish, 
and for the aid they can thus render in the 
promotion of general reform. For this latter 
reason the desire to efieet an organization ill 
any particular locality is not necessarily based 
upon the presumption of reform» needed at 
that point, although there arc doubtless few 
institutions which, ever in the opinion of their 
most partial judges, might not lake some ad­ 
vance step iu improvement, while many are 
still a reproach to civilization; and, in any 
case, there are undoubted acts of care and 
kindness that may be rendered to the unfortu­ 
nate, thesufleriug, and the vicious also,thrown 
upon our charity in these institutions and so 
nearly isolated from the human world around 
them. 
The Association has entered upon this en­ 
terprise iu no merely censorious or fault­ 
finding spirit, but wilh the «imple desire to 
do what good it can—to hetp and not to /un­ 
der, those burdened with official cares—act­ 
ing under rules requiring strict deference to 
tho authority and regulations of the establish­ 
ments visited; and it lias been most fortunate 
in securing thus far, with a single exception, 
the courteous and cordial co-operation of the 
officials in charge of tho institutions and de­ 
partments visited, a fact constituting one of 
the moit pleasing features of its work. 
It has connected itself with the State Board 
cf Charities, organized by the Legislature 
nearly seven years since, with which it seeks 
to work in accord, and to which it makes its 
annual report. 
In its method of work, tiio feature upon 
which it most relies is systematic visitation. 
Every institution or department visited i» di­ 
vided, the first into divisions and the second 
into districts, to each of which a visitor is as­ 
signed, whoso duty it is, through visiting her 
portion of the liold, not less often than once a 
month, oftener where circumstance» require, 
to do what she can to the persons visited; to 
endeavor to bring about (In accordance with 
the rules of the association) needed improve­ 
ments in the institutions aud departments 
visited; aud to aid in the general work of re­ 
form by furnishing the statistical information 
concerning her division necessary a» part of 
the basis of all plan3 for such reform. She 
uses, as indispensable to thorough work, 
note-book, prepared for her use, with statis­ 
tical headings in one portion, fur such in for 
matiou as above, another part being reserved 
for miscellaneous statements and remarks.— 
In this she makes a full record of all she 
wishes to say, iu reference to her visits, and 
transmits it, onco a month, to the Chairman 
of her Committee, who compiles from this 
aud the other note-books of her Committee, 
her own monthly report, to be read at the 
mouthly meeting, the chairmen’s reports 
forming, in turn, the materials Tor the report 
of the Secretary, each, month, to the centra 
office. 
The Association invites to a co-operation 
with itself in its humane enterprise all who 
feel au interest in benevolent work, irrespec 
tivo of creed, politics, or nationality; and 
amoDg its most gratifying results is the cor 
dial mingling of those who, widely differing 
in other respects, can,upon its simple hum an 
ltarian platform, work heartily together. 
In 
some of our cities it represents, with every 
phase of Protestantism, tho Catholic and 
Jew. 
In view of what has thus far been uccom 
plished, it has great reason to be encouraged 
the amount, in some portions of its field, ex 
ceeding the most sanguine anticipations of its 
friends, at the outset; while the new avenues 
to good, continually opening, incite constant 
ly new hopes in its increasing band of work 
ers, and stimulate them to still more earnest 
eflorts for success. It is a work of Christian 
philanthropy, which every lover of his race 
mu3t bid “God speed.”

The quarterly session of the Grand Division 
of Eastern New York Sons of Temperance 
convened at Music Hall Wednesday forenoon 
at 10:30 o’clock. There were present S. L. 
Paraons of Brooklyn,Grand Worthy Patriarch; 
H. Hopkins, of New York city, Grand 
Scribe; Charley La Taur, of Brooklyn, Grand 
Conductor; Rev. C. C. Leigh, of Brooklyn, 
Graud Chaplain pro tern; J. P. Howlet, 
Grand Treasurer pro tern; A. W. Gleason, 
of New York city, P. W. P.; H. A. Ilolzap- 
fel, Grand Sentinel; Thomas L. Johnston, of 
Kingston, Graud Worthy Associate; Stephen 
Merritt, Jr., of New York city, Edward Crum- 
mey of Poughkeepsie and others. 
The first order of business was the initiating 
of new delegates into the divisou, numbering 
twenty-six, representing diflerent parts cf the 
jurisdiction. 
Reports of officers were then 
heard. These reports showed there were 15,- 
000 members in the jurisdiction, and twelve 
new divisions have been instituted during the 
last three mouths. The report of the Finance 
Committee showed a balance on hand, and 
that the order is in a flourishing condition. 
During the afternoon session a lively discus­ 
sion was had on the question whether politi­ 
cal discussion should be allowed in Ibo meet­ 
ings of tfic divisions, which question was de­ 
cided in favor of a full discussion of ail politi­ 
cal questions. A series of resolutions were 
passed condemning the action|of Gov. Dix in 
elation to the temperance question. 
It was decided that a special session should 
lie called at Ogdensburgh in June, and tho 
quarterly session to be held on the second 
Wednesday in August at Saratoga Springs. 
At the public meeting in the evening the 
Grand Worthy Patriarch, S. L. Parsons, prc- 
ided. After singing and prayer, addresses 
were made by S. L. Parsons,Rev. C. C. Leigh 
and Messrs. Curtis and Gleason. The ad­ 
dresses were excellent and well received. 


A H isto ric Spot. 
Mr. D. T. Van Buren is handsomely ornu- 
nienling his grounds with a new fence. The 
old stone house on this lot, which is at the 
corner of Maiden Lane and Fair streets, is 
one of the ancient laud marks of the place. 
It was a hotel, after the Revolution, where 
of the great political parties of the time 
met and made speeches and passed resolu­ 
tions, and denounced their opponents, who 
were quartered on the opposite corner, as ras­ 
cals, Lars, thieves, &c., just about as it is 
done uow-a-days. Just across from this hotel 
was the house of James W. Baldwin, iu which 
in April, 1777, the first Constitution of the 
State of New York was framed. 
A great 
many pages of history could be written about 
the great events that have taken place in the 
iciuity of these grounds, and therefore it is 
very proper that a new fence should enclose 
them.

relating to tlie sidewalks of a portion of Wash­ 
ington avenue, passed May 8th, 1374. The Com­ 
mon Council of the city of Kingston do ordain as 
follows: 
Section 1. Tlie sidewalks on each side of that 
portion of Washington avenue, in said city, lying 
between North Front St. and Lucas avenue [said 
¡lart, of Washington avenue having been graded to 
its full width] ure hereby required to be construct­ 
ed, curbed and guttered in the number and of the 
materials, and within the time hereinafter spccl- 
fled.5 2. The curbs shall lie so set as to give a uni­ 
form width of ten feet from the street edge of the 
curb stone to the line of tlie street. 
§ 3. The curbs and gutters shall be laid and set 
according to the grade established for said portion 
of the street, and the curbs on the corners of 
streets shall be set on the proper curve. 
} 4. The curbstonesjshall be at least 20 inches in 
depth and of the usual thickness, and the gutter 
stones shall be 12 inches wide aud tho usual thick­ 
ness. 
{ 5. The sidewalks shall be flagged, or graveled, 
or covered with any hard materials giving a 
proper, surface for sidewalks, according to the 
grade, and shall have a rising inclination of one- 
half an Inch to each foot from the outer edge of 
the curbstone towards the buildings or street line. 
{ 6. The improvements required by this ordi­ 
nance shall be made aud completed by the 8th day 
of June next. 
{ 7. If any of said improvements be not made 
or done within the time above specified, by the 
owners or occupants respectively of the lands ad­ 
joining the sidewalks bo to bo Improved us afore­ 
said, the same will be made and doue by the said 
Common Council at the expenses of such owners 
or occupants respectively. This ordinance shall 
be published pursuant to the charter of said city
